PRIVILEGE OF CONFIDENTIALITY UPHELD 

In a major ruling for the deaf, an 
Anne Arundel, Maryland Circuit Court 
Judge has ruled that an interpreter 
for the deaf cannot be ordered to dis- 
close statements that a deaf suspect 
made to his attorney. 

While most courts generally accept the 
notion of privilege which exists between 
an attorney and client as well as foreign 
language interpreters applied to sign 
language interpreters, the principle 
had never been formally spelled out in 
a court ruling anywhere in the 
United States. 

The ruling involved a subpoena ordering

the interpreter to appear before a county 
grand jury in connection with a murder 
investigation in which a deaf man was 

the only suspect. Much of the debate 
concerned the fact that the suspect's 
mother and brother were present at the 
meetings with the suspect's attorney and 
interpreter.
